Tell me about the expansion/ addition project on the Austin Center at BCA. 

The Austin Center is used for AWANA on Wednesday nights. For over 3 years there are some classes that must 
move to the Educational Building at the church. In other words, God has blessed the AWANA program to outgrow the 
facility. The Austin Center is also the home of Bethel Christian Academy. BCA has also been blessed of God to 
outgrow the facility and we have stepped out on faith and are praying for the completion of this much needed project. 
This addition will give us 2000 square feet of new classroom space. Praise the Lord! 

Are your teachers degreed professionals? 

Yes, BCA requires Classroom Teachers to be degreed professionals. It is preferred that Assistant Teachers are 
degreed. 

Do you test students with Standardized Testing? 

Students who are new to our school typically undergo a placement exam, which is just one component in determining 
which courses are the best "fit" for each individual student. In addition, each student (K-12) is given the nationally 
standardized Iowa Test of Basic Skills as an end-of-the-year exam, which helps to measure individual student's 
growth. 

Is it possible to graduate from Bethel Christian Academy? 

Yes, Bethel Christian Academy offers several different diploma tracks that are specific to our individual students and 
best suited to their academic course of study and future plans. A student may choose the university graduation 
pathway which meets the NC university system graduation requirements OR a student may choose the technical 
graduation pathway which prepares the student for a two year technical/ community college. BCA also offers dual 
enrollment to High School Juniors and Seniors at Mayland Community College.
